KILLED AT HIS DESK. 


Murder of E. H. Morse, of 
Sau Bernardino. 


TH E STOKY OF TH E TBAOEDY 


How He Shot H is A ssailan t Three 
Tim es A fter H ein? M ortally 
W ounded. 


San Bernardino was the scene yester­ 
day of one of the moat cold-blooded mur­ 
ders in the annals of crime, the cashier 
of the National Bank, Edw ard H. Morse, 
being shot down and killed at his poet of 
duty by a laborer named John Oakes. 
The bank, which is situated in the 
Stewart Hotel block, at the corner of 
Third and E street?, opened its doors for 
business as usual at 10 o’clock, the only 
persons present being “ Ted” Morse, the 
cashier, and Mr. C. W. Filkins, of River­ 
side, one of the directors of the institu­ 
tion. 
About fifteen minutes had elapsed 
when Morse saw the swingdoor opened 
by a inan whom he recoguized as having 
been in the day before with a check 
which he had asked to have cashed, but 
which was refused, inasmuch as it was 
not drawn upon the San Bernardino bank 
and its presenter was unknown. The 
visitor walked np to the cashier’s win­ 
dow and said, “ Have you got th at money 
form e to-day?” whereupon Morse re­ 
plied, “ No.” An individual who was 
lookiDg through the window at the time 
said that the stranger had in the mean­ 
time drawn a pistol from his pocket and 
was holding it by his side. 
When he 
received the 
negative 
answer 
from 
Morse he raised the pistol and fired, 
the 
bullet 
striking 
Morse 
in the 
left side and toppling him back. Though 
wounded to the death Morse showed the 
stuff he was made of, for holding with 
one hand to the desk, he lifted out a 
heavy target pistol from the shelf, such 
a 
weapon 
as is usually kept 
on 
hand in banks in case of trouble. 
He 
could not cock it, however, so he threw 
it down and then put his hand to his hip 
Gsket and drew forth a small hammer- 
is pistol. W ith a great effort Morse 
climbed on to the desk, 
for his as­ 
sassin had crouched down in front of 
the woodwork for protection and steady­ 
ing himself, fired, the bullet striking his 
man in the ear and clipping out a piece. 
Morse then fell back inside his desk and 
his assassin fired a shot at Mr. Filkins, 
who was standing at the com er, the bul­ 
let striking that gentleman’s watch which 
acted as a cuirass and thus saved his 
life. The murderer then turned and ran 
toward the door but crack! crack! went 
the reports of a pistol and it was seen 
that Morse had raised himself to h¡3 
knees and was firing through the wicker­ 
work of the desk at the fugitive. Both shots 
took effect, the first striking the would-be 
escape in the arm and the next in the 
back, but he kept on running and got out­ 
side the bank door. Mocae fired once 
more, the ball crashing through the 
heavy plate-glass window and then he fell 
back on the floor, dying. 
The incidents 
here narrated all took place within a 
minute, but the time was long enough to 
set the whole vicinity astir. 
As is usual 
when shooting is going on, everyone was 
averse to approach the scene of * combat, 
so Morse’s assassin was out and in the 
middle of the road before anyone really 
knew what had occurred. 
He circled 
around aimlessly for a few seconds, 
still 
holding 
the 
pistol 
in 
his 
hand and then a shout went up that 
Morse had been killed, and a period 
of intense excitem ent eosued. 
Con­ 
stable 
J. 
Donahue, 
of 
Flagstaff, 
A riz.,w how as stopping at the Stewart, 
was the first to act, for he rushed to the 
assassin and wrenched the pistol from 
his grasp. Officers were now on the 
scene, and as there was no time for ex­ 
planations they seized both Donahue 
and the man he waB struggling with and 
hastened with them toward the prison. 
It was necessary that they should move 
quickly, for cries of “ Lynch him !” 
“ hang him !” were ringing out from the 
crowd, and it looked as if the assassin 
would be hurried into eternity from the 
end 
of 
a 
telegraph 
pole. 
The 
prisoner looked around in a dazed 
manner as he was being carried off and 
said “ W hat do you w ant?” but he did 
not resist and in less than a minute was 
safely within the shelter of the Sheriff’s 
quarters. 
IN THE BANK. 
The first m an to enter the bank after 
the shooting was George Nickerson, the 
druggist, who came in just as the assas­ 
sin had reached the sidewalk. Nicker­ 
son rushed to the cashier's window, and 
looking through, saw his friend Morse 
Btretched bleeding on the floor. The 
dying man looked up as Nickerson 
peered between the bars and said, “ Take 
that pistol, George, and kill him ,” point­ 
ing to the large target pistol which was 
lying on the shelf. Nickerson took the 
gun and went to the door, but 
as 
the 
streets 
were 
by 
this 
time 
filled with people he wisely decided not 
to do any firing. 
Returning to the 
bank 
he 
clambered over 
the bars, 
and aided by one or two other gentle­ 
men, lifted Morse onto a table at the 
end of a room. 
“ Get a lawyer,” gasped 
the dying man, and a messenger was at 
once dispatched to the court-room where 
Judge Willis, who was trying a case, ad­ 
journed the proceedings and harried to 
the scene of the tragedy. 
Dr. Phelan 
made a quick examination of Morse’s in­ 
juries, and found that the bullet had 
passed between the seventh and eighth 
ribs, cutting the upper part of 
the 
stomach and penetrating the end of the 
left 
lung, 
from 
thence 
passing 
through the back. 
Death was cer­ 
tain within 
a very short 
time, so 
messengers were sent to Morse’s wife, 
mother and brother directing them to 
come to the bank without delay. 
Morse 
acted like a hero during the few minutes 
left to him . 
He gave no evidence of the 
extreme torture he was enduring, but 
dictated his will to Judge Willis, and 
then with a trembling hand affixed his 
signature. 
His relatives were almost 
crazed with grief, but he bore up m an­ 
fully as he bade them good-bye. 
Eigh­ 
teen minutes after the time he had been 
shot 
passed 
by and it was evident 
that the end was at hand. 
His breath 
came quicker and quicker, and he could 
scarcely be heard as he gaBped, “ Did 1, 
kill him ?” 
“ No,” was the reply. 
“ How many times did I hit him ?” 
the next questicn. 
“ Three,” somebody answered. 
A smile broke over th e dying m an’s 


face and then there was a convulsion 
and he was dead. 


LOOKED LIKE LYNCHING. 
An angry crowd 
collected at the 
jail and the Sheriff, who had hurried 
liis charge to the cells summoned all the 
force at his disposal and arm ing them 
heavily, posted them so as to drive back 
any possible attacking party. 
Doctors 
Baylis and Burns hurriedly examined the 
prisoner and found th at his wounds were 
not serious and then asked him his 
name. 
“ John Oakes” he replied. 
A 
search through bis clothes resulted in 
the diecovery of a letter from an insane 
asylum 
at 
Rochester, 
Minneeota, 
in 
which 
a 
doctor 
inquired 
how 
he 
was 
getting 
along. 
Oakes was evidently non compos mentis, 
and this letter confirmed such an im ­ 
pression, so Sheriff Cole, to whom it was 
handed, took it to the steps outside and 
announced to the crowd th at evidence 
had been obtained that the man was in­ 
sane. 
The statem ent was received with 
incredulity, but the crowd soon afterward 
scattered, so evidently all daDger of an 
im mediate attack was over. Donahue 
had of course been released on arrival at 
the jail, as he had simply aided in ar­ 
resting the prisoner, and it was this that 
gave rise to the rumor that was current 
during the day, to the effect that two 
men had endeavored to rob the bank. 
Oakes refused to make any statem ent at all 
when questioned as to the motives of his 
crime, but simply chook his head as the 
questions were propounded. 
H e was 
neatly dressed and wore a white shirt 
with collar and necktie, his ensem ble be­ 
ing that of a staid workingman. 
Mr. 
Baker, of the legal firm of Baker & Cole, 
obtained audience with the prisoner &dcL 
the two conversed quietly together for 
about half an hour. 
W hen Mr. Baker 
had £one away Oakes became more com­ 
municative. 
He 
talked 
freely with 
Sheriff Cole, but made a most rem ark­ 
able statem ent. 
He said that when he 
could not get the money he fired at what 
was to him nothing more than a target 
in the image of a man. It fired back and 
stung him , he said, whereupon he called 
on a man in the corner to help him , and 
as he would not, he fired at him. 
Oakes 
said that he 
had 
been in an in­ 
sane asylum 
at 
Rochester, 
M inne­ 
sota, for 
four 
years, and that he 
was expecting some money from there. 
W hen asked if the cashier of the bank 
had insulted him he said “ No” and added 
“ When he refused the money I said to 
him , 'I am very sorry, but I ’ll have to 
kill you.’ ” 
Continuing, Oakes said : 
“ After I had shot him I started off for 
my lodgings, but a rough m an canght 
hold of me and brought me in here.” 
AN INTERVIEW WITH OAKE8. 
Sheriff Cole at first shook his head 
when the H e r a l d reporter requested to 
be allowed to interview the prisoner, 
but finally good-naturedly said, “ W ell, 
as you have come all the way down 
here, I ’ll let you see him for a m inute.” 
Through a heavy iron door and then 
down a score or so of steps the scribe 
was ushered and found himself in a large 
vault, in one corner of which in a sit­ 
ting posture was Oakes. 
He proved 
to be a man of about 40 years of 
age and evidently a toiler, for his face

A Memorial to Be Sent to 
Congress, 


LAHGEB APPROPRIATIONS ASKED. 


A P ro p o sitio n to Annex Low er Cali, 
fo rn ia to th e U nited fctates 
S ub m itted. 


A special meeting oi the Cham ber of 
Commerce took place yesterday after­ 
noon at the rooms of the Board of Trade, 
in obedience to a call published several 
days before. The object of the meeting 
was to discuss the report of the H arbor 
Committee and the m atter of the London 
exhibit. 
There were about twenty-five mem­ 
bers present at a little after 3 o’clock 
when Major E. W . Jones called the 
meeting to order. 
Dr. W idney. the 
chairm an of the Committee on Com­ 
merce, which has had the harbor ques­ 
tion in its hands, said that Senator Stan­ 
ford, on the occasion of his recent viBit, 
had aBked to have all the facts and sta­ 
tistics which could be brought to bear as 
argum ents in favor of larger appropria­ 
tions collected in the form of a memo­ 
rial. Dr. Widney then read the follow­ 
ing document which had been prepared 
bv the Committee to bs presented to 
Congress:

advertising. It was decided by a vote of 
the Cham ber that the Executive Com­ 
mittee be authorized to negotiate with 
the various newspapers for the purchase 
of a larger number of copies of their New 
Y ear’s editions to be used for advertis­ 
ing purposes. 
Some discussion followed 
on the raising of tbe necessary funds. 
Colonel Flourney offered the following 
resolution, which was passed: 
Resolved, That the Committee on Ways 
and Means be requested to devise and 
recommend to the Chamber at the next 
meeting the best means of raising the 
f u n d B needed by the Cham ber to carry 
out the purposes for which it was organ­ 
ized.

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FAT MULLEN'S DEATH. 


T h e C oroners J u r y %ay* H e W as 
K illed In S elf-D efen se. 
The Coroner held an inquest yesterday 
evening on the body of Pat Mullen, who 
was stabbed on the day of the last m u­ 
nicipal election, the 3rd of this month, 
by D. C. Carrington, and who died early 
yesterday morning. Carrington has been 
held in the meantime on the charge of 
an assault to murder. The result of the 
verdict of the Coroner's jury will proba­ 
bly be to fiee him from further prosecu­ 
tion. 
The principal witness at the 
in­ 
quest was Oliver P. H arris, a clerk, 
who testified as follows: 
I 
was at 
the polls near the corner of Davis and 
Rose streets from 11 o’clock in the 
m orning until 4 in the afternoon. 
I saw 
Mullen talking to a man by the nam e of 
McNally on the corner near the Demo­ 
cratic ticket table. 
H e pulled a pair of 
brass knuckles out of his pocket and 
put them on his hand under bis coat. 
Then he called McNally some obscene 
names, and the latter turned and went 
away. 
Borne man whose name I do not 
know came up and tried to quiet Mullen 
down. 
He was very drunk. 
“ Some time later I saw Mullen knock­ 
ing some one against a buggy wheel, 
striking 
him 
first with one hand 
and then with the other. At last the other 
fell 
and 
struck 
sideways 
with 
a knife in his left band. 
I do not know 
whether it was there or not that Mullen 
was cut, as I was clear across the street 
from them . Mullen ran across the street 
and tried to shake the knuckles off his 
hand, but could not and had to take his 
other band to pull them off. 
I heard 
him say, “ I ’ve done a fellow up” and 
some one standing near said, “ You had 
better 
get.” 
He 
did 
not 
say 
that 
he 
was 
hurt 
but 
ran 
down 
the 
street. 
Presently 
he 
stopped, and lifting up his vest cried out, 
*1 am cut.’ 
Then he sat down on the 
fence. 
The other man also ran away, 
but was afterwards arrested.” 
Mr. H arris was asked as to w hether 
he had offered any of this testimony, 
which seemed to bear very strongly on 
the question of self-defense, in Justice 
Austin’s court, and he replied that 
though he had been summoned as a wit­ 
ness, he had not been exam ined. 
He 
testified also to the fact that when Cat - 
rington stood up his face was covered 
with blood. 
Dr. J. J . Still testified that he had been 
called to treat Mullen, bnt had found it 
difficult to do anything with him as he 
ugly about having any operation per­ 
formed on the wound. 
He was in a fair 
way to recover when he insisted a few 
days ago upon getting out of bed and 
and getting a drink of cold water at a 
faucet in the yard. 
Dr. McGowan, who made the autopsy, 
testified th at death had resulted from 
strangulation of a portion of the small 
intestine in a wound of the obdomen 
made by a cutting instrumen «■ 
W. II. M urray, a shoemaker, testified 
that he was at the polls and saw the end 
of the affray when Carrington and Mul­ 
len ran 
off 
in 
different directions. 
He saw the officer catch Carrington 
on Alameda 
street 
and 
saw 
him 
throw a knife under a house. 
The de­ 
ceased was drunk at the time the fight 
took place. 
The jury brought in a verdict that the 
man Mullen came to his death from a 
knife wound in the abdomen inflicted 
with a knife and that the said wound 
was inflicted by a man named Carring­ 
ton in self-defense. 
Carrington comes from Texas where 
his father, D. C. Carrington, Sr., has 
been several times a member of the 
Legislature and is now serving in that 
capacity. 


A CHINESE ROW. 


H o w C hung T ries lo M urder One off 
H is C ountry m en. 
How Chung, who has adopted Ameri­ 
can customs to the extent of securing a 
white m an’s name, and who calls him ­ 
self Henry Rice, tried to kill another 
Chinaman by the name of Ah Wing yes­ 
terday, and succeeded in wounding him 
quite severely. 
Wing is a carpenter and 
in what way he has incurred the deadly 
enmity of How Chung, does not appear. 
The latter is characterized by the others 
of his race as a “ m ac” and dead beat 
“ alle same white m an.” 
Yesterday 
afternoon at five o’clock, when Wing and 
a 
num ber 
of 
other 
Chinamen 
were 
having 
supper 
in 
a 
room 
on 
Apablassa 
street, when 
Chung 
rushed in and without previous warning 
began to shoot at Wing. 
He fired two 
shots before his victim escaped through 
a rear door. 
Chung then ran out in the 
street where he was arrested almost im­ 
mediately and brought to the station by 
Officer Fowle. 
One of the bullets of his 
gun took effect in W ing’s leg in a wound 
which is serious but not fatal. 


A W orth y C h arity. 
At the last m eeting of the British 
Benevolent Society of this city, it was 
found the society had by their disburs- 
ments to indigent people placed them ­ 
selves in the disagreeable position of be­ 
ing some $300 in debt. In order to clear 
themselves of this indebtedness and to 
•rovide for a surplus, a Committee of 
Vaj’S and Means was appointed. 
Mr. 
J. E . How has generously donated a lot 
in the How tract, E ast Los Angeles, and 
Mr. Eduljee Sorabjee has contributed a 
num ber of valuable and unique articles, 
viz. a bracelet, earings and brooch made 
to order from M ount Vesuvius lava, in 
Constantinople; 
aleo a collection of 
silver and copper coins, some of which 
are over eleven hundred years o ld ; also 
two gold stones from Bombay, India, 
also two silver medals commemorating 
the Indian meeting of 1857, presented by 
H er Majesty the present Queeh of Great 
Britain to a private in the Twenty- 
seventh Regiment of foot and a number 
of other valuable articles. 
It is the in­ 
tention of the society to have a grand 
drawing for these articles and it is hoped 
th at the public will respond liberally for 
such a deserving charity. 


A th letic G rounds. 
On Wednesday evening Messrs. R . M. 
Henderson of Brooklyn, N. Y ., and L. 
Zucker of Cleveland, Ohio, m et a com­ 
m ittee from the Los Angeles Athletic 
Club for the purpose of arranging to util­ 
ize the grounds at the corner of Main 
and W ashington streets as a base ball 
and athletic park. 
Messrs. Henderson 
and Zucker are old base ball managers, 
and are willing to expend some money 
in getting together a good club in this 
city. On the other hand the Athletic 
Club is desirous of securing good grounds 
in contemplation of securing the State 
Bicycle Tournament which meets next 
May. 


T h e s ta te ’s H e a lth . 
The State Board of |H ealth reports 996 
deaths for the m onth of November, of 
which 69 only are credited to Los A n­ 
geles. 
Sacramento, with a population of 
30,000, had 41 deaths, and San Francisco 
had 562. 
The report states that sm all­ 


pr< 
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pox has appeared at San Francisco, Oak­ 
land and Merced, and warns all localities 
to adopt preventive measures. 


W hy Not Im prove Wcat L ake P ark V 
F d it o r s H e r a l d — W hy docs not th e 
grading of the streets in W est Lake 
Park continue ? The work was pushed 
for aw hile and then suddenly dropped. 
It is very im portant ;that we have at 
least one attractive park which our East­ 
ern visitors may be shown'. 
West Lake 
Park has so m any natuial advantages 
that it seems a very short-sighted policy 
not to develop its resources. 
It is on our main east and 
weBt 
thoroughfare, Seventh street, and already 
has a natural lake that could eaoily be 
made a great center of attraction. 
It is 
of sufficient size, thirty fine acres, to be 
ample and at the same time not so 
large as to entail any great expense in 
m aintaining it. 
Besides it is in the west 
part of the city and directly in the line 
of the city’s growth. 
It is certain that 
within a short time after the completion 
of the Seventh-street Cable Railway, 
which is promised before next April, 
that that part of the city aronnd the 
sark will be thickly populated. 
It is 
ligbly im portant th at at least some trees 
be planted in time to gain the advantage 
of the winter rain s; but from present ap­ 
pearances it eeem that this hope is vain. 
Los Angeles owing so much prosperity 
to the winter tourists, it is especially im- 
)ortant th at it should have attractions to 
teep them in the city after they arrive. 
It is undoubtedly owiDg to our meagre 
attractions that many tourists comiog 
from the East, intending to spend the 
winter in Los Angeles, become weary 
after a few days «r d go to San Francisco 
to spend the winter, a change that they 
never contem pV ed until after arrival in 
Los Angeles. 
The city would get back 
100 per cent, of all the money it expends 
on parka in one year, and let us hope 
that 
something 
will 
be 
done im­ 
mediately. 
* * * 


South C a lifo r n ia . 
E d it o r s H e r a l d — State division, or 
the organization of South California, has 
received a new im pulse recently on the 
introduction into the House of Repre 
eentatives by Mr. Vandever of a bill au­ 
thorizing the proper steps to be taken. 
The H e r a l d has long been its earneat 
and devoted advocate and deserves well- 
earned credit for its efforts. 
No sooner 
does the question come up for a renewed 
diecuseion than appears the same kind 
of carping objtctors who filled the air 
with protests ten years ago when the 
m atter was last before the people. They 
say : “ We are not in favor of State divis­ 
ion, not we? Los Angeles wants to 
be the 
capital and 
we will never 
subm it to th a t! 
It is truo Los Angeles 
is or will be near the center of the pro­ 
posed new State, and the capital ques­ 
tion has never once been raised, and we 
are off somewhere on the horizon, but 
we know what the evil-minded schemers 
of Los Angeles mean, and we don’t pro­ 
pose to be a party to their plans.” These 
are not the precise words, but they are 
the concentrated ideas which have been 
sounded in every note of the gam ut of 
anti-division. 
One of the first duties of 
the new State will be to prepare an asy­ 
lum for those weak-minded ones who 
have become unbalanced by reason of 
their jealousy of the great growth and 
splendid future of Los Angeles. 
Less than ten years ago, when a con­ 
vention was called to be held in Los 
Angeles to discuss this question, the 
readers of the H e r a l d will remember 
several places would send no delegates, 
because “ Los Angeles wanted to be the 
capital.” 
As to the question of expense in­ 
volved in assuming Statehood, it is per­ 
tinent to mention that for the first ten 
years of the existence of Oregon the 
entire appropriations for all purposes did 
not exceed $80,000 annually, and the 
Legislature slowly, but in time, pro­ 
vided all the public buildings required, 
including places for the feeble-minded 
who were there also. 
Los Angeles county, in view of the 
many hundred thousand dollars she an- 
illy pays to tho State for the privilege 
of drawing $100,000 back, could well 
afford to pay tho entire expense of a State 
overnm ent on the economical plan of 
)regon, and have a big surplus over to 
build asylums, and then not be taxed at 
half the rate she is at present burdened 
with. There are m any reasons occurring 
to me why State division would be ad­ 
vantageous to all of South California, 
but I will close with this, that State 
sovereignty accelerates the growth of our 
section and increases our prosperity many 
fo ld .

Last spring 
this gentleman was 
Florida. H ere is a passage from one 
of his letters from Jacksonville, which 
will throw some light on this subject of 
hotels: 
It costs a snug sum of money to spend 
a winter in Florida. Since the board tav - 
erns of an earlier day have bean replaced 
by the great palaces of brick and stone 
and iron which one now sees on every 
hand, the investm ent is so vastly greater 
that some one has to be called into re­ 
quisition to pay for all this luxury, and 
it falls upon the tourists. During the reg­ 
ular season the leading hotels consider 
that they are doing a losing business if 
they charge less than $4 a day for 
single room and board. 
There are two 
specially fine rooms in the St. Jam es’ 
now occupied by a gentleman and his 
daughter, whe pay $30 a day for their 
comfort. Many families here, who enjoy 
special advantages in the style and loca­ 
tion of their apaitm ents, are taxed in 
similar figures. Over at the Ponce de 
Leon, at St. Augustine, one gentleman 
pays the snug little sum of $675 a week 
for himself, wife, two children and maid 
W hen to this is added the “ extras,” it 
will be seen that to do the lordly act in 
Florida is not cheap. There are cheap 
hotels, of course, and comfortable at that 
—hotels where one does not have to pay 
for the band and style. 
For two persons occupying two rooms 
$30 a day, $210 a week or nearly $1,000 
a month is a snug sum to pay for hotel 
fare. 
But note the two rooms 
are 
“ specially fine” ones, and those who pay 
these rates get their “ com forts” in lieu 
thereof. 
Then “ over at the Ponce de 
Leon, at St. Augustine, one gentleman 
pays the snug sum of $675 a week for 
himself, wife, two children and maid. 
That is at the rate of $2,600 a m onth for 
one family to pay for its hotel privileges. 
Surely it ought to have something of the 
Ponce de Leon order about it that an in­ 
valid gets for that price. 
It ought to in­ 
clude the celebrated fountain of eternal 
vouth. 


Los Angeles comes nearer than any 
spot on earth to possessing what the old 
Spanish rover looked so earnestly for. 
Our climate comes nearer to defying the 
ravages of time and the insidious attacks 
of death than any other influence attain­ 
able by man. 
To draw the be6t class of tourists to 
this point we must have eome such ac­ 
commodations for them as they find in 
Florida. 
It will be seen that the people 
are willing to pay for them . 


and intelligent classes in the Dominion 
must be in the direction of closer rela­ 
tions, political as well as commercial, 
with the United States, we do not be­ 
lieve that a proposition at the present 
time looking toward annexation will be 
received with favor in Canada.

H e coaid think of nothing less than 
Western farm in size, and scouted the 
idea 
of

twenty 
or 
forty-acre 
home. 
Instead of buying forty acres 
here for $100 an acre, be went np North 
and purchased one hundred acres near 
Suisun for $40 an acre. 
H e has been 
heard from since and he isa very “sick1 
man. 
He now realizes that he could 
have accomplished far better results with 
his forty acres here than he can possibly 
accomplish 
with 
bis 
one 
hundred 
acres of salt grass lands near Suisun. He 
has lost, besides, sunshine and equable 
climate and gained fog and blustering 
winds. 
Those 
people 
cannot 
that a small farm in Los Angeles county 
is worth far more, both in productive re­ 
sults and in the pleasures belonging to 
life in a matchless climate, than a big 
ranch in the “ northern citrns belt. 
There is more money in forty well 
selected acres here than there is in one 
hundred sad pixty of the cheap lands of 
the north, 


Feed the Tree to K i l l the Scat 
Orange growers in this section are at 
their wits’ end to find a rem edy for the 
scale pests which are preying on the 
citrus fruit trees almost to their destruc­ 
tion in seme instances. 
There is no 
doubt that one step towards more suc­ 
cessful orange growing—and a long step 
—will be made when we cease to attem pt 
such great exploits in this industry. 
Our groves are too large to allow of their 
being properly cared for. 
A small 
grove of say five acres 
thoroughly 
cultivated, the ground m aintained in 
its full strength and the trees watched 
vigilantly to keep them clean will be 
better than emulsions and insecticides. 
A vigilant m an can keep 500 trees clean 
in spite of the pests. 
A Florida orange grower writes to the 
New Orleans Picayune, giving bis exper­ 
ience and methods of dealing with this 
difficulty, which may be of interest toour 
own people. 
He says: 
I will detail my personal experience 
with the scale. 
My grove of 1,100 eight 
and nine-} ear-old trees I discovered in 
the spring of 1887 was alarmingly in­ 
fested with scale, mostly the long kind. 
In common with all orange trees in this 
section of Florida, mine had been dam ­ 
aged by the memorable cold of January, 
1886. 
During that year the trees gener­ 
ally looked bad and did not make as 
much growth as usual. It was remarked 
by orange-growers that the cold had not 
been an unm itigated evil, for it bad 
killed all the scale. None appeared on 
the trees in 1886, but in 1887 they ap­ 
peared in great numbers on all the trees 
that had been damaged by the cold. Be­ 
ing a novice in orange culture I applied 
to my neighbors and to books treating on 
the subject for advice. 
I first trimmed the trees, cutting off 
all dead wood and much of the branches 
covered by scale and all superfluous in­ 
ner branches, hollowing out the trees, as 
it is termed here. 
Then with a W hit­ 
m an’s force pump I sprayed them all 
over with the emulsion recommended by 
Professor Riley, v iz: 
Whale oil soap,

It was arranged that after he shot 
Roach he should take shelter at the 
house of a man nam ed Dean and wit­ 
nesses would be forthcoming to swear he 
had not been in the vicinity at the time 
of the m urder. 
Witness afterwards met 
Itoach driving cattle and attem pted to 
shoot him . 
He pulled the trigger of his

few months the scale was gone. Good 
cultivation and application of fertilizers 
if needed will, however, dispel the scale 
and restore the trees to health without

Vance proceeded to address the Senate 
but was interrupted by Riddleberger on 
the point of order that the morning busi­ 
ness had not been given a hearing in its 
proper order. 
A wrangle grew out of 
this as to w hether Vance should bo 
seated while Riddleberger stated his 
point of order, and it became necessary 
for the Chairman to threaten Riddle­ 
berger with removal by the Sergeant-at- 
Arms before he would subside. 
Vance then concluded his argum ent. 
Riddleberger took advantage of a break 
in the discussi* n to come forward once 
more with his com plaint, but was 
promptly called to order, aud Jones, of 
Arkansas, spoke against the cotton-tie 
tax. 
He was followed by Vest, who charac 
terized this effort to increase the duty on 
cotton-ties as in the highest degree op­ 
pressive and Bectional.

W a sh in g t o n , 
December 
13. — The

RESTING ON THE ROCKS. 
Ttae Yaqulna Bay 8ttll Aground. 
Effort* to Save Her. 
San F rancisco, December 13.—Advices 
from Newport, Ore., to General Manager 
Hoag, of tne Oregon Development Com- 
pauy, state that the steamer Yaquina 
Bay is stili on the rocks. At low tide 
her bow is six feet under water, while 
the stern,which is about forty feet nearer 
the inside piling of the jetty than the 
bow, is high and dry on the rocks. It is 
but a few feet from the bow of the 
steamer to the channel, or deep water. 
She is full of water and at high tide the 
Bea goes over her main deck as far aft as 
the after-gangway. A large portion of the 
port side above the main deck has been 
carried away. An effort was made yester­ 
day to pump out the water, but it proved 
an entire failure, the water coming in as 
as fast as pumped out. Everything 
moveable, including the grand piano, 
has been taken from the veesel, except 
the coal. The freight was comparatively 
unharmed. It is belfeved part of the 
hold is packed with sand, as well as 
water. Numerous opinions prevail re­ 
garding the condition of the hull, some 
maintaining that a huge hole has been 
made in her bottom from shifting on the 
rocks, while others maintain a contrary 
opinion.

The 
Committee on Foreign Affairs had re­ 
fused to alter the protocol signed by the 
bondholders, Commissioners and Minis­ 
ter of Finance, when a new objection was 
raised by Chili on the ground that this 
involved offense to the dignity of Peru.

be tolerated. 
With this assurance the 
prospects of the approval of the contract 
are strengthened, for the hope of being 
backed up against the pretentions ot 
Chili would be almost sufficient to obtain 
necessary votes. 
On the municipal elections now in 
progress depends to a great extent the 
issue on the Presidential campaign. At 
the capital the existing government has 
not lost ground. According to the latest 
advices the revolution in Bolivia has 
been suppressed. 
An extra Congress at Lima haB been 
convoked for January 1st to consider the 
external public debt, also a modification 
which will be proposed by Minister H a­ 
cienda respecting the internal debt. 
Panam a Canal Scheme*. 
P a r is, December 13.—At a meeting of 
the Cabinet two schemes in connection 
with the Panama canal were diecussed. 
One was to defer the payment of interest 
on bonds until the canal was in working 
order, put the present company in litiga­ 
tion and form a new company. Those 
who are shareholders shall have priority. 
Another scheme also proposed to defer 
the payment of interest until the com- 
pletiun of the canal, the present company 
to be allowed to continue and be author­ 
ized to grant a new company, at a fixed 
price, concessions necessary to complete 
the canal. De Lesseps favors the latter. 
As the Columbian Government only 
treated with the present company it is 
uncertain whether it would agree to the 
substitution of a new company. 
The Panama Canal Company has is­ 
sued a note to the press stating that the 
result of the issue is unknown, but giving 
no indication whether the minimum 
number of bonds required has been sub­ 
scribed.

W ashington, 
December 13.—Repre 
eentative Butterwortb, of Ohio, lias in­ 
troduced for reference the following joint 
xeeolation: 
W h er e a s, The citizens of the Dominion 
of Canada are one with us in race, line­ 
age, history and tradition; 
W h er e a s, The resources of the two 
countries supplem ent each other and the 
arteries of commerce, both natural and 
artificial, are so interlocked and mutually 
dependent upon each other that they 
ought to constitute a single system to be 
one and inseparable; 
W h er e a s, The commercial relations 
between the U nited States and the Do­ 
minion of Canada are and have been 
strained and unnaturally cramped and 
in a measure paralyzed, owing to the in­ 
ability of the two governments to estab­ 
lish Buch a system of international trade 
and commerce between them , as is es­ 
sential to m eet the requirements of the 
i itnation; 
W h er ea s, The conditions of the rela­ 
tions before referred to, as also the geo­ 
graphy of the two countries, suggest the 
impossibility of the just and permanent 
settlem ent of the conttoversies pertain­ 
ing to the fisheries, boundaries and trans­ 
continental trade, except by blending 
efforts and interests under one govern­ 
mental system, and point logically to the 
necessity and probability ot unity and 
assimilation between the two nations un­ 
der one governm ent; 
W h er a s, the bonds of sympathy rc 
salting from kinship race language, tradi 
lion and substantial identity of govern­ 
m ental systems, 
together with com­ 
munity 
of 
interests 
based 
upon 
commerce and its aids and agencies, are 
of such a character that such union and 
assimilation is being discuf sed and favor­ 
ably considered by the citizens of both 
nations, and inasm uch as it is believed 
its early consummation would be of great 
advantage to all the citizens and subjects 
of the two countries, provided the same 
can be attained in a m anner consistent 
alike with the honor and dignity of the 
U nited States and Great Britain and the 
Dominion of Canada; therefore, with a 
view to aid in the consummation of what 
is hereinbefore suggested, be it 
Resolved, By the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the U nited States in 
Congress assembled, th at the President 
be and is heteby authorized and em­ 
ployed to invite negotiations looking to 
the assimilation and unity of the people 
of the Dominion of Canada and the 
United States under one government, 
such unity and assimilation to be based 
upon the admission of the several Prov­ 
inces of the Dominion, or any one of 
them, into the Union of the States, upon 
the same term s and equality with the 
several States now composing the Union 
and the assumption by the United Statet 
of the indebtedness of the Dominion of 
Canada, or a just proportion thereof, and 
such other equitable terms and condi­ 
tions as justice to the high contracting 
parties may demand. 
Resolved, further, and that with a view 
to such negotiations the President invite 
the appointm ent of commissioners by 
the G o\em m ent of Great Britain and 
Dominion of Canada to consider the wis­ 
dom and expediency of settling and ad­ 
justing all controversies and differences 
which now exist between the two Gov­ 
ernm ents growing out of the fisheries 
or otherwise, by such union and assimila­ 
tion as hereinbefore suggested, either as 
to the whole or any province of the 
several provinces of said Dominion, such 
negotiations to be conducted with due 
regard to the amicable relations which 
obtain between Great Britain and the 
United 8tates and the obligations im ­ 
posed thereby.

Committee on Investigation of Imm igra­ 
tion to-day and asked that the contract 
labor law be amended so as to include 
professional actors and musicians among 
the classes prohibited from entering the 
United States under a labor contract Un­ 
der exemption the Committee said a large 
cum ber of foreign actors were annually 
brought to this country for the sole rea­ 
son that they would work cheaper than 
American actors. They did not object 
to the pretence of stars, but to the host 
of minor actors they brought with them 
and to the cheap grade of foreign actors 
whom 
American 
managers 
import, 
solely because of their cheapness. Their 
profession 
was 
already evercrowded 
and they thought themselves fairlv eu- 
litled to protection against the wholesale 
importation of cheap foreign aciore who 
were under no obligation to the United 
States, and left it when their engage 
ment was at an end. The committee also 
oomplained that wardrobes, stage prop­ 
erties and scenery were all imported con­ 
trary to law, without the payment of 
customs duties, and to the detrim ent of 
Americans. This was done through bal­ 
let girls and others falsely swearing that 
the wardrobes and other properties were 
tbeir personal effects.
